TIPS FOR THE DOUBLE PLAY COMBINATION 
” By JACK BAER 
( Otiahonss Baseball Coach) 
In college baseball, the strategy of the double play is 


THERE IS AN old saying,| gifferent than in professional baseball because collegians don’t 


tit and run as skillfully as the pros; therefore, the college 
shortstop and second baseman can go to the bag without 
-ear of having the ball punched through the hole they leave. 

WHO COVERS SECOND?—If the ball is hit to the third 
daseman or shortstop, the second baseman covers second and 
ecomes the pivot man. If the ball is hit to the first baseman, 
second baseman, pitcher or catcher, the shortstop covers. I 
think nearly all teams play it in this fashion. 

WHERE IS THE BALL THROWN? — Directly at the 
dag if the second baseman is covering. If the shortstop is 
covering, the ball is thrown over the bag if coming from the 
first or second baseman or catcher, or to a spot six feet on 
the. left, field side of second base if thrown by the pitcher. 

THE SECOND BASEMAN AS PIVOT MAN—If there’s 
a man on first and we’re going for the double play, we have 
our second baseman ‘‘cheat”’ 
or move in towards home 
plate, gaining about six feet 
towards the hitter. When he 
goes to the bag, he must take 
pains not to be a moving tar- 
get for the baserunner by 
going across the bag or 
jumping up in the air. He 
avoids this by getting to the 
bag quickly and having it be- 
tween his feet, ready to re- 
ceive the throw. He can also 
‘himself throw more accu- 
rately if he is stationary. If 
he’s straddling the bag, it’s 

Pe "_ going to be hard to take him 
out because he can shift in any direction. 7 

If the ball comes to his right, he can shift to his right, 
field, it throw and still be behind the bag where it’s impossible 
to take him out on the double play. If the throw comes to 
his left, he will be pulled into the runner and probably be 
taken out. About all he can do is make the play, get rid of 
the ball and run. 

If the throw is bad, coming in high, low or so wildly to 
either side that he can’t shift his feet to throw, he becomes 
like the first baseman, striding out to meet the ball, keep- 
ing one foot on the bag. If he can still make the double play, 
pe does. If he can’t, he ignores the play at first, making sure 
of one. 

PLAY OF THE THIRD BASEMAN AND SHORTSTOP— 
On ground balls hit to them, they should try to throw the 
ball anywhere between the second baseman’s belt and letters. 
If they are able to field the ball in an upright position, they 
should throw overhand. This is a more accurate throw and 
‘he ball carries better. If they are pulled down and have to 
dend over to field the ball, they throw from where they field 
it. This should be a quick, accurate, sidearm throw, not too 
rard, In other words, we want to get the ball around to first

THE SHORTSTOP AS PIVOT MAN—If the left-handed 
iitter is at bat on a double play situation, the shortstop 
“cheats” (advances) a little bit towards second but mostly 
he “cheats” toward the hitter.

One of the worst things the shortstop can do is start too 
slowly, then be going at full speed as he crosses the bag. Some- 
times this has to be done but usually he neglects to start 
quickly enough and by the time he reaches the bag his speed 
has increased so greatly that he isn’t under control to make 
the play. Repeating, the shortstop should run at full speed 
until he’s 10 to 15 feet from the bag, then he puts on the 
brakes and gets under control.

Blank Aggies Twice

BRYAN, Tex. — Making up for 
their lack of base hits with an 
amazing defensive show, Ari- 
zona’s Wildcats won the District 
6 championship June 1 and 2 with 
twin 1-0 victories over Southwest 
Conference champion Texas A&M 
in the Aggies’ own back yard. 

It was Arizona Coach Frank 
Sancet’s fifth district title in 10 
straight playoffs. 

The Arizona-Aggie playoff was 
a pitcher’s’ battle deluxe. Clutch 
defensive plays by the Wildcats 
were the difference. 

In the first game, the Arizon- 
ans scored their only run in the 
fifth inning when Centerfielder 
Larry Hoffman singled, stole sec- 
ond and crossed the plate on a 
double by Shortstop Charlie Shoe- 
maker, the Wildcats’ leading hit- 
ter during the regular season 
with a .388 average. 

The victim was Aggie Right- 
hander Percy Sanderson who took 
an 8-3 record into the game. San- 
derson gave up only five hits and 
struckout 13. Except for a walk 
in the ninth, he retired the side 
in order in ‘the last four innings. 

The Ags threatened several 
times against Jim Ward, the Ari- 
zona righthander who hadn't 
pitched in more than a month 
because of a sore elbow. But each 
time it looked as though A&M 
might get a run, the Wildcats 
came up with a game-saving play. 

The clincher was Third base- 
man Jesus Ruiz’ sensational grab 
of a hot liner hit by Cliff Davis 
with two on and two out in the 
ninth, Ruiz, who went to third 
after Gene Leek signed with 
the Cleveland Indians in March, 
tagged the runner going into 
third, Two runs would have 
scored had the ball gotten by him. 

Again in the second game, Ari- 
zona, working against 6-6 Right- 
hander Wayne Schaper, scored 
the only run it needed in the fifth 
inning. Second baseman Jerry 
Lewis stretched a double to a 
triple with heads-up base running 
and First baseman Bob Wilson 
sent him home with an infield 
single to the right side. Two were 
out at the time. 

The aggies had not been shut- 
out in 27 games until the Wild- 
cats did it twice. The Texans 
came out of the series with a 
20-9 record and Arizona finished 
up with 36-8-2. 

The first game drew 3,800 to 
Bryan’s Travis Park despite 
threatening weather, and the Sec- 
ond was watched by 4,000. 


SOUTH BEND, Ind.—Western 
Michigan University came roar- 
ing back from a first game de- 
feat to win four straight and be- 
come the District 4 College World 
Series entrant. 

The Broncos of Coach Charlie 
Maher had to down Detroit, 4-0, 
Minnesota, 5-1, and Notre Dame, 
2-0 and 9-6, after losing the first 
day to Minnesota, 6-4. 

The Notre Dame showdown was 
one of the most exciting in dis- 
trict history.

PROVO—How can a team bat 
.352 for the season and still miss 
the championship? 

Jay Van’ Noy, head coach at 
Brigham Young University, may 
not have the answer to this puz- 
zler, but he’s not above talking 
about the somewhat abrupt fin- 
ish of the season and his club’s 
second place finish. 

As powerful a hitting team as 
the Western Division of the Sky- 
line Conference has seen, the 
BYU nine reluctantly bowed out 
of the picture last Saturday with 
a decisive 14-6 loss to Utah at 
Provo. 

The finale on the Cougars’ home 

field followed a 20-8 rout of the 
Redskins the day before. In that 
game the Cougars collected 23 
hits for a total of 33 bases, and 
they apparently spent themselves 
in the effort. 
, Even so, the Cougars wound up 
with an 83 league record (one 
game with Montana was rained 
out and never re-scheduled), and 
an overall 14-6 mark for the sea- 
son. 

A final tabulation of the aver- 
ages revealed the Cougars hit .352 
for the eleven games in league 
Play. This, of course, is well above 
the average for a college team; 
and as much as a full .100 per- 
centage points above the norm. 

Here’s another amazing post- 
script to the season: the leading 
hittér on the BYU team was a 
pitcher, Jack Cravens. 

A fireballing righthander with 
the movements of a cat, Cravens 
posted a 5-0 pitching record, plus 
a 3.60 ERA, for the season. 

The San Diego.senior was 
equally effective at the plate. In 
21 ‘at bats he collected 11 hits, 
including a double and homer. 
Jack is one of the few pitchers, 
in college or professional] ball, to 
also serve his team as a pinch 
hitter. 

The 1959 season was a fitting 
climax to Cravens’ heretofore un- 
certain career. Until he was fit- 
ted for glasses and developed 
some contro] during the winter 
months, Jack was only a so-so 
prospect. But he proved himself 
this spring with some brilliant 
pitching and hitting. 

Two other BYU players, Third 
baseman Pete Marks and out- 
fielder Mac Madsen, also provid- 
ed outstanding play. 

Madsen came up with a perfect 
fielding average. He chalked up 
a .457 batting average and batted 
in 18 RBI's for the Cougars. 
Marks, a pepper pot at third base, 
hit .481 for the season in his soph- 
omore year, and had a slugging 
percentage of .633. 

Only four players on this year’s 
Squad will be lost through gradu- 
ation. Pitchers Jack Shipp and 
Cravens, and outfielders Madsen 
and Leon Moyes are the seniors.

Western Michigan University 
turned back Iowa State Teachers 
twice that afternoon.

Bailey, who also took a 1-0 win 





that afternoon on no-hit pitching. 
However, in Bailey’s game, two 
men were walked and two oth- 
ers reached first on errors. 

Iowa State’s pitchers that aft- 
ernoon were named Puck, first 
game, and Patterson, second 
game, and both did an outstand- 
ing job. 

The 1940 WMU team also beat 
Northwestern, which tied with 
Illinois for the Big Ten title that 
year. Maher also dumped Coach 
Kobs’ Michigan State team 19-6, 
handing MSU one .of its worst 
baseball defeats. Also, Maher 
topped Iowa twice during the 
1940 season, and Iowa finished 
third in the Big Ten that year. 

The 1940 season also marked 
the first time Western Michigan 
played a night game. At Wiscon- 
sin, under the floods, WMU took 
another 1-0, no-hit victory from 
Dynie Mansfield’s Badgers. 

Yes, 1940, June list, was quite a 
day for WMU baseball. 

And, practically the same team 
returned for the 1941 season—a 
season which stands out in Ma- 


her’s mind as perhaps his great- 
est, perhaps even overshadowing 
his three teams (1952-55-58) which 
went to the NCAA finals at 
Omaha. 

In 1941, Western Michigan won 
its first eighteen games of the 
season! And in the first eight 
games, Maher used only one 
pitcher a game as he saw his 
mound corps work to perfection. 
That string probably would have 
gone further, but for Maher him- 
self. He pulled a pitcher in the 
ninth game just to try another 
hurler. 

The 1941, unit finally finished 
with a 21-4 record, and Western 
Michigan overpowered the mid- 
west’s best in running the string 
of eighteen straight. Included in 
the string were two games each 
over Ohio State, Ohio University, 
West Virginia, Wisconsin, Michi- 
gan and Notre Dame, and a win 
over Northwestern, among others. 

It was Michigan State, under 
Kobs again, which finally ended 
the Broncos’ skein on May 23rd 
with a 3-2 victory.

HARTFORD, Conn.—With its finest team in 64 years of baseball, 
the University of Connecticut was the District 1 pacesetter all season 
long as the Huskies won 20 of 21, the last 18 in order, successfully 
defended the Yankee Conference crown with a 10-0 mark and defeated 


all 17 New England rivals. 
Rarely, if ever, has a District 
1 school won all of its games with- 
in its section. Cognizant of this, 
and no doubt bolstered by the the 
reports from other colleges, the 
District 1 selection committee 
picked the Uconns to go right into 
the College World Series at Oma- 
ha without having to Playoff, — 
only team in the nation to get 
a free ticket this season. 
Probably the most disappoint- 
ed team in New England was 
Wesleyan, in nearby Middletown, 
Conn., for the Cardinals had 
‘hoped for another crack at the 
Uconns after completing an 11-2- 
1 season and repeating as Little 
Three champiofis by taking both 
Amherst and Williams twice. 


Yet, to a man and including 
Coach Norm Daniels, Wesleyan 
had nothing, but praise for the 
Uconns, Connecticut blanked Wes- 
leyan in their only meeting by 
7-0. 

Connecticut’s fine record was 
not accidental, although the Hus- 
kies needed every bit of luck they 
could muster to pull through sev- 
eral games along the 18-game 
streak. 


It was a team job that pro- 
duced this Uconn season, trig- 
gered by the brilliant all-round 
play of the senior outfield of Bill 
Stevens in left, Meredith (Moe) 
Morhardt in center and Ken Cul- 
lum in right.
